Work  in  good  soil  among  roots  so  as  to  leave  no  air-pockets. 

Fill  bole  and  tamp  soil  dow7i  thoroughly  with  the  heel  oj  shoe 
or  tamping  tool. 

Leave  slight  depression  around  plant  to  catch  the  water,  and 
water  thoroughly.
